To  face  state  approval 


Congress  ok’s  youth  vote 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - A proposed 
constitutional  amendment  lowering  the 
minimum  voting  age  to  18  years  in  all 
elections— federal,  state  and  local-won 
final  congressional  approval  Tuesday  and 
was  sent  to  the  states  for  ratification. 

The  amendment  passed  the  House,  400 
to  19,  easily  meeting  the  requirement  for  a 
two-thirds  majority  on  proposals  to  amend 
the  Constitution.  The  Senate  passed  the 
measure  last  month,  94  to  0,  and  no 
presidential  action  is  required. 

Before  it  can  become  the  26th 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  the 
measure  must  be  ratified  by  at  least  38 
state  legislatures.  Its  supporters  hope  the 
required  three-fourths  of  the  50  states  will 
ratify  the  amendment  in  time  for  the  1972 
elections. 


age  or  the  U.S.  Constitution  would  have  to 
be  amended.  Because  only  Alaska,  Georgia 
and  Kentucky  have  adopted  the 
18-year-old  voting  age  and  a number  of 
states  could  not  make  the  change  without 
amending  their  own  constitutions. 
Congress  decided  to  do  it  all  with  one 
measure. 


THE  AMENDMENT  was  rushed  through 
Congress  so  states  and  localities  would  not 
have  to  provide  for  costly  and  confusing 
dual  voting  systems-one  for  federal  offices 
and  another  for  state  and  local  offices. 
Sponsors  of  the  legislation  said  it  would 
cost  New  York  City  alone  $5  million  extra 
to  operate  a dual  election  system. 


Asian  expert  leetures  today 


Dr.  Walter  H.  Judd,  former  member  of 
the  House  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs 
and  noted  daily  radio  commentator  on 
world  events,  will  speak  today  at  7:30  p.m. 
in  the  J.S.  Auditorium. 

Some  600  million  Americans  heard  Dr. 
Judd,  GOP  leader,  give  the  keynote  address 
at  the  Republican  National  Convention  in 
Chicago  in  1960. 

Now  a contributing  editor  of  the 
Reader's  Digest,  Dr.  Judd  continues  to 
speak  to  interested  groups  around  the 
nation,  particularly  on  college  and 
university  campuses. 

Speaking  in  conjunction  with  East-West 


Week,  Dr.  Judd  comes  to  campus  with  a 
wide  background  in  Asian  affairs. 

He  went  to  South  China  as  a medical 
missionary  for  the  Congregational  Church 
in  1925.  Surviving  bandits  and 
Communists,  Dr.  Judd  finally  fell  victim  to 
Malaria  and  was  forced  to  return  to  the 
U.S. 

He  received  a fellowship  in  surgery  in 
1932  at  the  Mayo  Clinic  in  Rochester, 
Minnesota.  In  1934  he  returned  to  Asia, 
this  time  to  North  China. 

Japanese  armies  captured  his  areas  and 
he  was  under  their  control  for  five  months. 
Follc'ving  this,  he  spent  two  years  speaking 


all  over  the  United  States  warning  against 
the  building  up  of  the  Japanese  military 
machine  by  selling  them  essential  war 
materials. 

After  Pearl  Harbor  Dr.  Jiidd  was  elected 
to  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1942 
where  he  served  for  26  years,  16  of  them 
on  the  House  Committee  on  Foreign 
Affairs. 

Honorary  degrees  have  been  conferred 
upon  Dr.  Judd  by  25  universities  and 
colleges.  In  a Congressional  poll  in  1962, 
he  was  voted  by  his  colleagues  in  the  House 
one  of  its  five  most  influential  members. 
The  New  York  Times  has  said,  “Among  his 
greatest  assets  is  a reputation  for  absolute 
integrity.”

WITHIN  LESS  than  a half-hour  after 
Democratic  Leader  Hale  Boggs,  serving  as 
the  presiding  officer  in  the  House, 
announced  the  result  the  Minnesota 
Legislature-both  House  and  Senate-  had 
approved  the  amendment.  A few  minutes 
later  Delaware’s  Legislature  had  approved 
it,  too. 

There  was  some  opposition  in  debate  to 
passage  of  a constitutional  amendment  that 
would  remove  state  powers  to  -set 
minimum  voting  ages  for  state  and  local 
balloting.  The  voting  age  for  federal 
elections~for  president,  the  Senate  and  the 
House— was  set  at  18  by  Congress  last  year. 

REP.  EMANUEL  CELLER,  (D-N.Y.), 
chairman  of  the  House  Judiciary 
Committee,  said  the  amendment  was  sure 
to  pass.  “Any  effort  to  stop  it  would  be  as 
useless  as  a telescope  to  a blind  eye.  Youth 
will  be  served,”  he  said. 

The  amendment  would  not  have  been 
needed  had  the  1970  Voting  Rights  Act 
stood  up  in  court.  That  law  set  the  voting 
age  of  18  for  all  elections,  but  the  Supreme 
Court  said  Congress  could  establish  voting 
ages  by  statute  only  for  federal  elections.

CODE  CONFLICT 


Between  the  time  the  Daily  Universe  carried  the  article  aimouncing 
that  the  First  Presidency  would  meet  with  the  student  body  at  the 
Devotional  on  March  9 and  the  actual  time  of  the  Devotional,  the  BYU 
campus  was  besieged  with  rumor-spreading  of  the  first  order.  In  the 
class  period  immediately  before  the  Devotional  two  Sociology 
professors  asked  115  students  to  write  down  what  rumors  they  had 
heard  since  the  announcement  in  the  Universe. 

Below  is  a short  descriptive  analysis  of  what  the  students  reported. 


Editor: 

This  letter  is  occasioned  by  the 
"letter  to  the  editor"  printed  in  the 
Monday,  March  15,  Daily  Universe, 
concerning  a student's  opinion  of  the 
dress  code  and  the  treatmentthe 
students  whose  appearance  the  writer 
considered  to  be  in  conflict  with  that 
code. 

It  seems  strange  that  such  a long, 
(700  words  plus)  vindicative  harrangue 
would  be  written  and  then  be  printed 
in  a newspaper  on  a campus  where  the 
true  principles  of  love  and  Christian 
fellowship  should  be  fostered.  Such  a 
spirit  of  intemperance  as  championed 
by  that  letter  serves  more  to  promote 
disunion,  dissension,  and  a disregard 
for  the  principles  of  Christian  love  than 
anything  else.  The  spirit  of  the  letter 
seemed  in  no  way  comensurate  with 
the  "respect  for  oneself,  one's 
fellowmen  and  the  Creator  of  us  all," 
which  the  gospel  should  nourish  and 
which  should  be  the  true  basis  of  good

REBUTTAL 


Editor: 

Letters  to  the  editor  stating 
indictments  of  the  military 
establishment,  specifically  ROTC,  are 
quite  popular  among  certain  segments 
of  the  young  people  of  our  country. 
An  example  was  given  by  Brother 
Kuonen  in  the  March  23  issue  of  the 
Universe.  Certain  assumptions  of  his 
letter  are  quite  invalid. 

1.  First  of  all  the  second  lieutenant 
does  not  do  the  general's  "dirty  work." 
This  is  not  any  more  true  than  to  say 
that  any  junior  executive  in  a 
company,  or  for  that  matter  a faculty 
member  at  a university,  does  the  "dirty 
work"  of  the  administrative  officers 
over  him.  Having  served  several  years  in 
the  military  establishment  and  having 
travelled  with  and  talked  with  many, 
many  junior  officers,  this  is  very  far 
from  true. 

2.  The  custom  of  honoring  the 
commanding  officer  by  rising  to 
attention  is  one  of  professional 
courtesy.  This  is  common  in  many 
segments  of  society,  for  example  the 
standing  ovation.  Have  we  not  seen  the 
Church  membership  arise  to  their  feet 
when  the  Prophet  enters?  Although 
this  is  a different  situation,  the  same 
idea  of  honor  and  courtesy  is  present. 
Most  commanders  I have  met  don't 
demand  it,  in  the  way  you  infer,  but 
are  rather  humble  toward  it,  and 
usually  say  "take  your  seats, 
gentlemen,"  immediately,  rather  than 
basking  in  the  honor. 


3.  The  idea  that  a "green  second 
lieutenant"  does  not  make  command 
decisions  is  totally  incorrect.  I have 
seen  many  such  major  decisions  made 
by  second  lieutenants.  In  fact  the 
military  offers  the  college  graduate 
more  administrative  opportunity  in 
such  decisions  than  most  corporate 
positions  at  the  junior  level.  During  the 
time  I was  a second  lieutenant,  as  was 
the  case  with  many  of  my  peers,  I had 
a larger  operating  budget  to  spend  in 
"command  decisions"  and  the  results 
of  my  decisions  were  more  far-reaching 
than  many  of  the  departmental 
managers  if!  companies  and  deans  in 
colleges.  The  idea  of  the  "green" 
second  lieutenant  is  not  well  founded 
in  actual  practice,  and  one  is  classified 
such  only  by  his  proven  administrative 
incompetence,  rather  than 
categorically. 

4.  Since  the  opportunities  for 
service  other  than  the  military  are,  in 
many  cases,  quite  rewarding  both 
financially  and  otherwise,  selection  of 
a military  tour  in  the  officer  corps  is, 
in  many  cases,  a gesture  of 
unselfishness.  Comparison  of  benefits 
could  not  be  considered  a bribe  by 
other  than  those  with  an  obvious  bias 
against  the  military. 

5.  Your  suggestion  that  the  killing 
of  people  is  not  the  best  way  to  help 
them  is  a good  one.  Could  you  possibly 
convince  others  in  this  world  of  that 
same  philosophy,  such  as  our  brethren 
in  certain  communist  countries?  I 
know  of  no  military  man  who  does  not 
fully  agree  with  this,  but  when  we  are 
challenged  by  those  who  do  not,  what 
then?  We  have  instruments  of 
international  relations  which  include 
many  dimensions.  The  choice  of  war, 
though  a costly  one,  cannot  always  be 
avoided. 

Service  in  the  Peace  Corps,  VISTA 
and  so  forth  are  also  excellent  ways  to 
contribute  to  the  happiness  of 


mankind.  However,  a condescent  s 
and  critical  attitude  toward  those  v oAj 
choose  to  join  the  ranks  of 
militarily,  does  not  appear  to 
the  total  love  of  all  mankind 
would  best  exemplify  the  quali 
understanding  and  interpei 
acceptance  needed  in  such  jobs.

may  backfire  for  election

While  the  115  students  do  not  comprise  a random  sample  and  only 
constitute  approximately  l/250th  of  the  student  body  it  is  interesting 
to  note  9 1 of  the  1 15  expected  to  hear  that  President  Wilkinson  would 
cease  to  be  president  at  BYU  for  one  reason  or  another.  His  successor, 
according  to  36.5  per  cent  of  the  respondents,  was  to  have  been  George 
Romney.  The  choice  of  Romney,  no  doubt,  was  influenced  by  the  fact 
that  he  was  visiting  in  Provo  the  Sunday  before  the  announcement. 
Seventy-seven  rumors  dealt  with  Wilkinson’s  replacement. 

It  is  also  interesting  that  many  of  the  students  heard  rumors  that 
indicated  restricting  BYU  in  some  manner. 

Twenty-eight  students  heard  the  new  law  school  rumor,  and  27  heard 
President  Wilkinson  would  head  it  up. 

So  much  for  the  attempt  to  define  an  ambiguous  situation.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  follow  the  rumors  relative  to  the  naming  of  the  new 
president.  All  we  really  know  is  that  it  will  be  difficult  to  find  a man  of 
the  calibre  of  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
President  Nixon’s  prediction  that 
the  Indochina  War  will  not  be  a 
worthwhile  campaign  issue  for  his 
opponents  next  year  was  based  on 
the  expectation  that  U.S.  ground 
forces  in  that  country  can  be 
reduced  to  slightly  more  than 
100,000  men  by  mid-1972. 


High  military  and  civilian 
officials  contend  this  is  possible. 
Some  of  them  indicate  that  the 
U..S.  ground  force  level  could  be 
as  low  as  50,000  by  the  time'of 
the  November  election. 


If  this  should  turn  out  to  be  an 
accurate  projection,  much  of  the 
ground  would  have  been  cut  from 
under  aspirants  such  as  Sen. 
George  S.  McGovern,  D-S.D.,  who 
appear  to  be  counting  on  the  war 
issue  as  the  main  weapon  in  their 
arsenal. 


Administration  critics  contend 
that  the  current  allied  operation 
in  Laos,  which  officials 
acknowledge  is  ending  somewhat 
earlier  than  had  been  planned, 
have  placed  the  President’s 
forecast  in  jeopardy.  They  beheve 
his  predictions  may  well  backfire 
on  him. 

It  is  true  that  the  Laotian 
operation  involving  attacks  by 
South  Vietnamese  ground  forces 
and  U.S.  air  power  on  the  Ho  Chi 
Minh  Trail  was  a key  element  in 
the  administration’s  scenario  for 
winding  down  the  war  rapidly. 

. Nixon  himself  has  said  the  “jury 
is  still  out’’  so  far  as  the  results  of 
the  Laotion  invasion  are 
concerned.  However,  Pentagon 
officials  are  claiming  that  the 
maneuver  achieved  its  objective 
and  they  may  be  proven  right 
when  ail  the  results  are  in. 

Actually,  the  effectiven^s  of 
the  Laotian  operation  cannot  be 
finally  determined  until  next 
winter.

“If  you  have  a testimony,  share 
it;  if  you  know  the  truth,  live  it,” 
said  Elder  Delbert  L.  Stapley  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  to  the 
Devotional  audience  yesterday. 

Elder  Stapley  based  his  address 
on  “what  a testimony  is,  how  to 
obtain  it,  and  the  value  it  is  to 


“A  testimony  is  a sure 
knowledge  one  receives  by 
personal  revelation  from  the  Holy 
Ghost  to  the  truth  of  the  gospel 
of  Christ,”  he  said.  “It  is  not  an 
automatic  process,  but  comes 
after  one  has  hungered  and 
thirsted  for  it.  This  means  a 
yearning  much  more  intense  than 
passive  desire.” 

He  added  that  obedience  to  the 


laws  and  ordinances  of  the  gospel 
is  also  needed  to  gain  a testimony. 

Elder  Stapley  mentioned  three 
important  truths  in  every  effective 
testimony:  firstly,  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  Son  of  God  and 
Savior  of  mankind;  secondly,  that 
Joseph  Smith  “was  and  is”  a 
prophet  of  God,  called  to  restore 
the  gospel  in  the  last  days;  and 
finally,  that  the  Church  is  “the 
only  true  and  living  church”  on 
the  earth. 


A testimony,  he  said,  motivates 
men  to  action  by  bringing  a 
change  in  their  lives,  and  by 
bringing  peace  which  encourages 
men  to  do  right. 


Hyrum  Smith 

Lon^-time  patriarch  dies 

. . ..  -f,  of  fho  tr- 


Hyrum  Smith,  one  of  the 
handful  of  BYU  students  who 
inaugurated  the  annual 
Timpanogos  Hike  in  1912,  died 
Monday  night  in  Salt  Lake  City  at 
the  age  of  88. 

Ordained  a patriarch  in  the 
Church  at 'the  age^of  27,  he  had 
served  longer  in  that  position  than 
any  other  man  in  the  Church’s 
history.  His  father,  Jesse  N. 
Smith,  a Utah  pioneer  of  1847, 
had  named  him  for  a cousin,  the 
second  patriarch  of  the  Church 
who  was  martyred  in  Illinois. 

Smith  was  born  Dec.  15,  1882 
in  a log  house  at  Snowflake,  Ariz., 
and  in  his  youth  drove  freight 
wagons  from  the  railhead  at 
Holbrook  to  Army  outposts  in 
northern  Arizona  Territory.  He 
graduated  from  Arizona  Teacher’s 
College  (Northern  Arizona 
University)  and  taught  school  in 
Church  academies  in  Arizona  and 
Alberta,  Canada.

Art  show  tagged  "best  all-around'

Some  68  artists  represented  by 
approximately  185  pieces  of  work 
have  contributed  to  the  “best 
all-round  show  we’ve  had  so  far,” 
according  to  Ronald  D.  Deane, 
BYU  Gallery  Director,  who  spent 
three  days  assembling  the 
Mormon  Festival  of  Arts  exhibit 
in  the  HFAC  Larsen  Gallery.

The  current  Breinholt  show  is 
characterized  by  clarity  of  color 
and  a realism  that  in  the  artist’s 
own  words  says  “someone  lived 
here”  or  “someone  can  live  here.” 
Always  disliking  anything 
“muddy  or  dirty”,  Breinholt  has 
struggled  to  present  clean-looking 
color  in  his  paintings.

clean,”  he  said,  smiling. 

THE  BYU  ART  CHAIRMAN 
got  an  early  start  doing  posters 
and  decorations  for  high  school 
activities.  Minoring  in  art  at  BYU, 
Breinholt  bought  his  first  set  of 
oils  with  his  first  paycheck  after 
graduation  and  took  art  classes  on 
his  own. 

Though  none  of  his  exhibited 
paintings  are  actual  photographic 


representations  of  particular 
places,  “there  was  intent  to  make 
them  plausible,”  he  said.  Liberties 
taken  with  landscape  items 
include  “rearrangement  of 
positive  and  negative  space, 
changes  in  lifting,  color,  eye 
path  and  focal  point-some 
distortion  and  abstraction.” 

Most  of  the  exhibits  are  up  for 
sale.  A meet-the-artist  session  will 
be  held  Saturday,  March  27  from 
3-6  p.m.  in  the  gallery.

The  current  show,  which  runs 
through  April  2,  is  a basically 
American  show,  according  to 
Deane.  He  could  think  of  only 
two  foreign  entries,  submitted  by 
two  German  students  at  BYU.  He 
said  350-400  invitations  were 
mailed  to  Mormon  artists  all  over 
the  country.  Of  that  number  77 
responded,  sending  280  pieces  for 
the  annual  festival. 


A PRELIMINARY  JUDGING 
by  BYU  art  faculty  eliminated  a 
little  over  one-third  or  100  pieces, 
befory  the  initial  exhibit  went  on 
display  March  17.  A jury 
composed  of  the  art  staff  will 
select  and  purchase  one  work 
considered  the  “most  usable  as  a 
work  to  exhibit  and  reproduce  in 
the  church-a  work  symbolizing 
the  goal  of  the  exhibit,”  explained 
Dale  T.  Fletcher,  BYU  art  teacher 
working  on  the  festival. 


Commenting  on  the  oil  and 
water  color  paintings,  sculpture, 
drawings,  prints,  ceramics/crafts 
and  photographs,  “about  95  per 
cent  are  good  quality,”  Deane 
said.  He  added  that  there  is  “too 
much  there  for  the  size  of  the 
area.”
